Governors Marmaduke and Mar- 
fin Meet Mr. Hoxie To-Da). 


A Final Attempt to Secure a 
Settlement of the Rail- 
road Strike, 


The Two Governors to Submit 
an Agreement to Vice- 


President Hoxie, 


Terms of the Basis of Settlement as Out- 
lined by Gov. Marmaduke— Wabash Switch- 
men Demand an Increase of Wages—The 
Situation in East St. Louis—Knights of 
Labor Highly Indignant Over Hoxie’s Re- 
fusal to Treat with Powderly—Details of 
the Strike at All Foints To-Day. 


The salient feature of the local strike 
situation to-day was the conference of 
Gov. Marmaduke of Missouri, Gov. 
Martin of Kansas, Labor Commissioner 
Kochtitzky and First Vice-President Hoxie, 
which was held in the Gould building to-day, 
with Judges Portis and Hough representing 
the Gould system, and Vice-President James 
L. Blair of the Police Board present at the in- 
vitation of Gov. Marmaduke. The conference 
began at 11 a. m. and continued until 
2p.m., when the gentlemen took a recess for 
lunch, resuming their conference later in the 
afternoon. As far as the meeting has gone 
there is no indication that the strike is any 
nearer its solution than it was 
yesterday. The Governors, presenting 
demands of the Strikers, say 
that all the strikers ask is the readoption of 
the Hayes agreement which was drawn up at 
the termination of last year’s strike. Mr. 


Kochtitzky, speaking of the conference 
says that there is no reason to be- 
lieve that the roilroads will enter 


into a new agreement, as they insist that the 
old agreement is stillin force and has not 
been infringed. Mr. Hoxie’s reply to Mr. 


Powderly’s communication, offering to 
receive him in any other capacity than 
that of a Knight of Labor, has 


aroused the indignation of the Knights, and 
resolutions and other expressions of denuncia- 
tion Mave been yisted upon Mr. Hoxie’s 
course. In Texas the sentiment against thé 
First Vice-President is very strong. The out- 
look at St. Joe is very discouraging, and 
Sedalia complains that it is on the verge ofa 
coal famine and that the stocks of its grocers 
are running low, and the entire community 
will soon be suffering for food, The local 
switchmen of the Wabash have made a demand 
for higher pay, and unless this demand is 
acceded to by 6p. m. to-day they will aban- 
don work and join the strikers, 


To-Day’s Conference, 
Gov. John A. Martin of Kansas, Gov. 
John S. Marmaduke and Labor Commissioner 
Oscar Kochtitzky of Missouri arrived at 


the Union Depot at 8:30 o’clock this .mornin 
from Kansas City. The

PosT-DISPATCH reporter met the gentlemen 
utter breakfast, picking their teeth in 
a barber shop on Fourth and 
Locust street. The Governors were in a happy 
frame of mind, and discussed the strike 
situation freely. Of course you know 
what we are here for,’’ said 
Gov. Marmaduke. The newspaper 
reports of our meeting with Mr. Powderly in 
Kansas City are substantially correct, and 
there is but little to add to them. 

‘*You are here in the role of mediators be- 
tween the atrikers and the railroad officials?’’ 
Les, sir; we are here to settle the strike 
if possible, and sincerely hope that,we shall 
accomplish our purpose.’’ Gov. Martin 
delivered himself of a few remarks pretty 
much to the same effect, and Gov. Marmaduke 
continued his conversation.

Wabash Switchmen Make a Demand. 
Following a rumor that the switchmen of the 
Wabash yards were aboutto strike for higher 


Wages, a reporter of the Post-DISPATCH 
visited the yards at North Mar- 
ket street this morning and learned 
that a petition, signed by every switch- 


man, thirty in number, had been sent to 
Capt. Flanigan, the agent, asking an increase 
of pay and limiting the time for a decision un- 
til noon to-day. The petition asks that the day 
switchmen receive $2.50 instead of $2, and the 
foreman 32.75 instead of $2.50 as here- 
tofore; alsothat the night switchmen receive 


$2.75, instead of 2, and the firemen 
$s instead of $2.75 The petition 
urther asks that a day’s labor 


be limited to ten hours with pay for all work 
extending over that time, and thata regular 
pay day be established onthe loth ot every 
month. They also want three men to con- 
stitute a crew, instead oftwo, as at present. 
When the reporter called at the. office of 
Capt. Flanigan, the agent of the road, he was 
very briefly told that nothing was known 
about the petition or the contemplated strike. 

he petition was sent in Thursday 
morning, and the prospects now are thatifa 
favorable answer is not given the switch- 
men to-day, the whole crew will 
go off duty before dark. The move- 
ment has nothing to do with the Knights of 
Labor strike as only a part of the switchmen

A Chance for Some Cold and Raw Weather 
‘To-Morrow.

The 
coldest weather reported to-day was at Bis- 
marck, Dak., where the temperature was 5 
deg.above. The line of 30deg., however, runs 
south westward to the northwest corner of Tex- 
as, showing that as this cool area moves east- 


ward it will take in the South also. The 
wind changed ‘here this morning to 
the northwest and with a brisk rain 


at 12 o’clock, accompanied with thunder and 
some hail, the mercury began running down 
the tube, the readings up to 12 being as 
tollows: E a. m., 65 deg.: 6a. m., 61 deg.: 10 a.

CURRENT SOCIALISM. 

WASHINGTON GLADDEN, in the current 
number of the Century Magazine, offers 
some timely suggestions in reference to 
Socialism which he recognizes as a stead- 
ily growing social element. The writer 
correctly contends that Socialist agitators 
serve a definite and useful purpose in 
directing studious attention to the evil 
tendencies growing out of the industrial 
system and economic conditions of our 
civilization. 

The Socialist, who may be neither an 
anarchist nor a revolutionist, proclaims 
that the tendencies of the times 
point to a final state of sociggy in 
which there shall be a plutocracy and 
a proletariat, the middle class having 
been practically extinguished; a social 
state of which monopolists and wage- 
workers shall be the only members. This 
view finds some justification in existing 
conditions, and yetit is an unsafe view, 
for it does not consider the latent power 
of society to correctand readjust itself. 
The civic virtue that dwells with the body 
politic will be found equal to critical 
emergencies. 
our civilized life is afflicted with evils and 
abuses which call for instant attention 
and practical remedies. The unsettled 
and too often inharmonious relations sub- 
sisting between labor and capital demon- 
strate the need of some better and plainer 
rule of readjustment and some clearer 
understanding, some uniform basis of 
agreement which shall remove the neces- 
sity for strikes and lockouts. 

The Socialist, having perceived and 
studied actual evils and dangers that 
menace the integrity of society and gov- 
ernment, proposes a fanciful and chimeri- 
eal remedy. He contends that the only 
effectual remedy will come with the ad- 
vent ofa Utopian social state in which a 
paternal government shall own, control 
and operate all kinds of property for the 
equal use and benefit of all the people, 
who, as individuals, shall own nothing. 
The government sball uphold the entire 
industrial system of the country, employ- 
ing men, paying wages, and doing all the 
work that is now done by private enter- 
prise, and all existing conditions of social 
and economic life shall disappear ina vast 
and complicated commune. Evidently, 
the Socialistic remedy is too visionary 
and impossible to be considered or enter- 
tained, 

Mr. GLADDEN recognizes self-interest 
and benevolence as the balanced and 
regulating forces of the ideal state. Under 
present industrial conditions, he con- 
tends, self-interest operates almost to the 
exclusion of benevolence, giving rise to 
the logical results of disorder, discontent, 
friction and mistrust. Here the Socialist, 
in his haste, declares substantially that 
benevolence must operate to the exclu- 
sion of self-interest, thus urging the ap- 
plication of a remedy that is fanciful and 
impossible, and which would lead on a 
train of evils if it were possible. The true 
remedy is to restore the lost equilibrium 
between self-interest and benevolence. 
Civilization cannot dispense with any of

SHERMAN’S GREAT FLOP. 

It was cruel to produce, as Senatot 
Kenna did the other day, a letter showing 
how circumstances changed the views of 
Mr. Joux SHERMaN on the right of the 
Senate to demand papers and information 
in regard to charges against suspended 
officers. N 

When Mr. SHERMAN is presiding over a 
Republican. Senate and the demand is 
upon a Democratic Administration, he in- 
sists on the Senate’s right to call for ‘‘in- 
formation of any kind whatever, be it by 
written order or by parol,’’ and he adds 
that ‘‘the idea of a distinction between 
papers public and private in the public 
records never occurred until during the 
present Administration, and to meet an 
emergency.” 

But when Mr. SHERMAN was Secretary 
of the Treasury, and the call was on & 
Republican Administration for papers 
and information in regard tothe suspen- 
sion of CHESTER A. ARTHUR, Collector of 
the Port of New York, Mr. SHERMAN 
wrote an elaborate letter to Hon. ROSCOE 
CONKLING, Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce, in which he took 
ground exactly opposite to the position he 
now maintains. | 

In that letter of November 17, 1877, 
Mr. SHERMAN flatly refused to answer 
the Senate Committee’s questions, be- 
cause such answers would violate the 
trust and confidenee reposed in him by 
the President. He flatly refused to dis- 
close to the Senate Committee the papers 
called for by its chairman in regard to the 
suspension of ARTHUR, and gave as his 
reason that they were ‘‘papers of a confi- 
dential character filed in the Depart- 
ment.“ He also plainly intimated that he 
considered it a piece of presumptuous im- 
pertinence for the Senate to ask ques- 
tions about removals or suspensions, 
questions totally immaterial to the nom- 
inations submitted to the Senate,’’ and 
he proceeded to inform Mr. CONKLING that 
the power of the Senate to review or 
question the President's reasons for a 
suspension under the Tenure-of-Office 
Act had been repealed. 

The Sherman letter of 1877, read in con- 
nection with the Sherman speech of 1836 
on the same subject, will be apt to con- 
firm the worst suspicions in regard to the 
low temperature of the fluid in Mr. SHER- 
MAN’s Veins. Any warm-blooded animal 
would have been overcome by an effort to 
deliver such a speech in the Senkte after 
writing such a letter to the Senate.

ASSESSING RAILROADS. 

The Illinois Revenue Commission pro- 
poses that the assessed valuation of rail- 
roads in that State—except the IHinois 
Central, which, under its charter, pays the 


State 7 per cent of its gross earnings, or 


about $400,000 a year, in lieu of all other 
taxes—shall be made out by multiplying 
each road’s gross earnings by five. Ex- 
perts say that multiplying by eight would 
produce figures much nearer the true 
value, and a comprehensiv@ study of the 
estimates of investors in railroad property 
and securities would probably sustain this 
view. But even five as a multiplier 
would make a big change in railroad 
taxes in Missouri, if our State Board of 
Equalization could be induced to adopt it. 
The gross earnings per mile of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Road in 1884 
amounted to $5,906, as officially reported 
by the company, and our Railroad Com- 
missioners estimated the value of the road 
at $22,600 per mile, about four times the 
gross earnings and seven times the 
net earnings. But the State Board 
of Equalization assessed the property 
at a valuation of only $6,573 per mile. 
Under the proposed Illinois plan it would 
have been assessed at $29,530. Multiplied 
by 8, the gross earnings would have given 
a valuation of $47,248. The road in. Mis- 
souri was at the time paying the operat- 
ing expenses of 734 miles of line and outside 
branches, capitalized at an average of 
$36,219 per mile, on which 6 and 7 per cent, 
was paid in the way of interest and divi- 
dends out of the earnings of the Missouri 
part of the road. The latter was stocked 
and bonded tothe amount of $66,611 per 
mile, and in advertising more bonds for 
sale the company boasted that the surplus 
earnings of the 179% miles of road in Mis- 
souri were in 1884 equal to 15 per cent on 
its $4,500,000 of first preferred stock, on 
which it boasted that it had paid ‘‘ten 
consecutive semi-annual dividends at the 
rate of 7 per cent per annum.” 


EXECUTIVE SECRECY. 
Senator PuGH has not made the points 
of the controversy any clearer than they 
were left by the President’s special mes- 
sage and the reply of Senator HpmMunps 
thereto. 80 far as the facts and argu- 
ments of Senator EpMUNDs tended to the 
condemnation of the President’s position, 
they condemned also the position of the 
Senate.

But 
it is only contending for the right to keep 
its own hand concealed while inspecting 
every card in his hand, exploring every 
hidden influence’ behind his actions, and 
revealing as much thereof to the public 
as a majority in the Senate opposed to the 


Administration may choose to disclose. 
The simple truth is that all executive 


secrecy on the part of the President or the 
Senate in regard to removals and appoint- 
ments is out of place and indefensible in 
such a Government as ours.

THE warm and equable climate of Cali- 
fornia ought to be well suited for negroes, 
and those who are discontented with their 
present surroundings, or who find that 
their services are no longer needed by 
their present employers, would do well to 
go there.

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


THE eminent author of ‘‘The Elephant’s 
Place in Nature,’’ should now devote a little 
of his superfluous talent to describing Mr. 
Bradlaugh's place in politics. For that dog- 
gedand determined member of the British 
Senate has undergone a series of metamor- 
phoses of late, which are somewhat puzzling 
to the average observer.

Now it is, Mr. Bradlaugh said, very much to 
the purpose’’—;‘‘Mr. Bradlaugh asked’’— 
„The honorable member rose to a point 
of order’’—. His speeches are com- 
mented respectfully upon in the 
editorial pages of the daily press. The Thun- 
derer has devoted, on more than one occa- 
sion, a whole priceless column of its valuable 
space to the grave, and on the whole, approv- 
ing consideration of Mr. Bradlaugh’s policy. 

The fact is, that although the new member’s 
religious (or irreligious) principles are not in 
the slightest degree doubtful, while his moral 
principles are equally open to criticism, his 
talents, as legislator and orator, are of a very 
high order, and cannot be ignored. It is quite 
on the cards that Mr. Bradlaugh may yet take 
a high place among the leaders of the people, 
and may even in time be admitted into society. 
There are some English homes, however, that 
are forever closed against men of Mr. Brad- 
laugh'’s calibre, just as there are some across 
whose threshold Sir Charles Dilke will never 
again tread—charm he never so wisely. 


Just at present Mr. Bradlaugh’s whole at- 
tention is, as might be expected, given to 
labor statistics. Hehas been working tooth 
and nail, raking out secret places, digging in- 
to the cust of ages, and convincing every one 
of the necessity of taking immediate steps to 
‘‘insure the full and accurate collection and 
publication of English Labor Statistics.’’ We 
have been suffering long enough from theories, 
now let us get atthe facts, isthe gist of his 
argument. Having thoroughly stirred people 
up, on this point, and set the wheels moving 
the honorable member has now turned his at- 
tention to these Western shores, and demands 
the Labor Statistics of the United States and 
Canada. In his speeches he deals largely with 
the drawbacks to improvement in the condi- 
tion of the working classes, contending that 
they are due mainly to a want of information, 
which the publication of such statistics as he 
proposes, would largely remedy. 


THE French Senate is about to consider the 
question of the sale of the crown jewels, the 
billfor this purpose having already passed 
the chamber of deputies. Only those which 
possess no historical or artistic interest, how- 
ever, are destined for the hammer.

William Denny Brereton and Ellen E. Hyde 
Cause a Sensation in Yonkers—The Couple 
Forgiven by the Young Man’s Mother and 
Given a Fine Farm 4 Distinguished

New Tonk, March 20.—There was another 
elopement at Yonkers yesterday, but unlike 
the Morosini-Schelling affair, this time a young 
man of good family, the favorite son of a mill 
jonaire widow, ran away with a seamstress 
employed in the family.

The contracting parties 
were William Denny Brereton, aged 
25, ani Ellen E. Hyde, aged 22. The 
young man ‘is the second son of 
Capt. Thomas J. Brereton, and for twenty 
years past. has resided at the family mansion 
on Palisade avenue, near Ashburnum place, 
Yorkers. He is good looking, and as he was 
known to belong toa family of wealth, was 
considered a desirable match by all the young 
ladies in Yonkers society. He was educated at 
Columbia College, going into the Scnool of 
Mines, but tnis he left to accept a cadetship at 
West Point, on the nomination of Con- 
gressman Waldo Hutchins. He was 
delicate, however, and after a brill- 
fant entrance examination, was 
compelled té leave the institution, owing to a 
swollen leg.

SUNDAY NIGHT PERFORMANCES, 


Them—Local Managers’ Opinions. 

There has been a sentiment developing 
steadily inalarge class of theatrical people 
against Sunday performances. They de- 
clare that for the best class of 
attractions, Sunday nights are losing 
nights, that the work of playing 
every night in the weekis too hard onthe 
companies, and that . the opening 

erformance is spoiled by too hasty prepara- 
and the weariness of the members of 
the compafiy from travel. The employes of 
the theaters have the same complaint of hard 
work without cessation. The effort to 
close the theaters in Cincin- 
nati made by the Law and Order 
League of that city has called new attention to 
the question, which has already received con- 
siderable attention from local managers. No 
active steps have been taken here to close the 
theaters on Sunday nights, but the subject has 
been talked over by the managers here 
and all of the managers of the five 
1 theaters are willing to close, 
without compulsion, except one. Mr. Chas. 
Pope says that he would close gladly if the 
other theaters close; Mr. Charles pg om 
is willing to accedeto any plan of .this kin 
and Mr. Mitchell of the People’s says that if 
the other managers agree to close he will 
enter willingly into the compact. 

MR. JOHN W. NORTON, 

of the Grand and Olympic, in a chat 
onthe subject, yesterday, expressed himself 
as warmly in favor of closing Sunday night. 
There is no money in Sunday night perform- 
ances for the best attractions, and 
there is an immense amount of extra 
expense and trouble. The strain on 
the members of companies and on the 
employes of the theaters is very great. Every 
manager in this city is worn to close except 
one, and that one compels the others to keep 
open. The truth is, that the best stars are re. 
fusing to play Sunday night. Take Robson and 
Crane, for instance—they make money yr ewe 
on that night, but they have deter- 
mined to cut it out of their con- 
tracts. Others are following their example 
and I expect that next year two-thirds of the 
attractions will refuse to open on Sunday 
night. The wear and tear on the players and 
employes is unbearable, and the unsatisfac- 
tory manner in which the opening perform- 
ances must be givenis a strong argument 
against the custom. The theaters would make 
money by closing. ‘‘Bob’’ Miles, ofthe Ofn- 
cinnati Grand O -house, writes me that his 
business since the theaters have been closed 
on Sunday night has increased a third over 
what it was before. I do not believe, how- 
that an ment to close would 
amount to much. The only way to close them 
is by law. which 2 to all.“

SOME NOTABLE FEATURES IN THE f- 
FORMANCE OF “FEDORA.” 


A Combination of Muscular and Nervous 
Power—Mantell’s Effective Method of Kiss- 
ing—Two Styles of Stage Falls— Local At- 
tractions for the Coming Week — Chat 
About Plays and Players—Coulisse Chat. 


The regular cemetery quietness which has 
marked the local theatrical season has not 
been seriously interrupted the past week, 
with more occasion for interruption than the 
average week offers. Fanny Davenport, in 
the triumph of her life, Fedora, and with 
the able assistance of Mr. Manteil has not been 
able to create more than a slight ripple. 

Herhouses were all, comparatively speak- 
ing, light until last nightand this afternoon, 
when the Olympic was filled. John T. Ray- 
mond, with an excellent supporting company 
in a bright and amusing farce-comedy, full of 
laughable situations, drew small houses at the 
Grand, while Lillian Lewis at the People’s, the 
minstrels at Pope’s, and burlesque at the 
Standard have suffered something of the same 
fate.

Fedora“ is a dramatic cyclone. It is a 
whirlwind of passions, with a volcano in 
active eruption of hot lava thrown in. The 
impersonation requires a singular com- 
bination of muscle an nervous 

ower. The physical strain on 

iss Davenport must be terrible. 
It would be interesting to estimate the 
amount of muscular power expended by Dav- 
enport and Mantell in hugging, running, flop- 
ping, falling, crawling and leaping. The ten- 
sion on the nerves is absolutely painful be- 
fore the curtain falls, and there is left after 
the sigh of relief has burst forth a memory of 
darkness, despair and horrible death that 
haunts one. The pity of the situatioe controls 
one to an unpleasant extent. 

There is that subtle something in Miss 
Davenport which can only be called power 
and which fills the horizon ofthe character of 
Fedora. Less art and less strength would 
change the cyclone into a puff of wind, the 
horrible and fascinating career of the woman 
into a distorted and grotesque farce.

When Mantell is acting one finds one’s self 
studying wherein his strength lies. Above all 
other things it lies in his repose. He com- 
mands attention whether he is talking or 
silent, active or passive, by the fine quality of 
repose. In him it is magnificent. It gives an 
importance and an interest to every word and 
every act as nothing else could, and when the 
outburst of passion comes, it has the strength of 
ofa strong emotion forced into expression 
froma strong man. Repose and intensity 
are his finest qualities. VYhen he moves or 
speaks itis to a serious purpose. This it is 
that lends to even such a trivial act as a kiss 
on the part of Mantell that charm that capt- 
ures the hearts, particularly of the women. 
nipping ata cherry. He approaches the kiss- 
ing act seriously, solemnly, as if he were go- 
ing to devotions, as if the budding lips that 
are parted in soft desire were sacred shrines 
that debar frivolity in their precincts. 

His kiss is not a mere fleshly contact; it isa 
spiritual mingling and communion. 

It is chock full of the fervor of ardent love.

The Next Operatic Craze. 


From the New York Sun. 


The heavy profits made by Gilbert and Sulli- 
van through ‘‘The Mikado’’ in this country, 
and the likewise great sum which piracy of the 
opera has deprived them of, have led them 


into tremendous anxiety as to their next work, 
and its protection. Sullivan consuited with 
lawyers while recently here on the question 
whether, ifhe were to become a naturalized 
citizen of the United States, he would 
lose his copyrights in England, in which case 
his music would be lost to fim in that coun-. 
try, though Gilbert might still protect the 
words there, and they would not be available 
here without the notes. That scheme was 
abandoned. The present idea isto associate 
an American author in the next opera toa 
sufficient extent to let him copywrigbt the 
work. Asthe portions written by him, dis- 
tributed through the words and music, need 
not be disclosed until an action in court 
against infringers made it essential, it is 
thought that the device may prove effective. 
The new piece, which by contract is to be 
ready for 8 next October, 16 
to present the story of an Egyptian girl, 
who learns that she is a descendant 
of an ancient princess, and undertakes to live 
up to her illustrious ancestry. The fun is to 
arise frum the mixture of by-gone Egyptian 
and present English dress,customs and usages. 
The satire is to be upon the commercial in- 
stincts of Englishmen in extending England's 
influences; and the plot is sofar developed 
that the New York co-laborer has received his 
assignment of several brief passages of dia- 
logue and music to write. It does not follow 
that his small part of the work will remain as 
he provides it, but it will be enough his own 
to make it defensible.

IHE SCATTERED NATION. 


SPINOZA AND HIS EXCOMMUNICATION BY 
HIS BRETHREN. 


History of the Jews from the Destruction of 
Jerusalem — Bright Stars in the Constella- 
tion of Hebraic Greatness—“‘Zeph,” a Story 
of Colorado Frontier Life, by Helen Jack- 
son—Literary Reviews.

‘*Zeph’’ ia astory of frontier life in Colorado. 
One feels a sort of compulsion on one to ad- 
mire, or at all eventa to review favorably, if at 
all, the posthumous work of a well-known 
author, particularly a woman author; just as 
when a friend or acquaintance dies, we bury 
all his faults five fathoms deep, and speak 
only of his good qualities; or if he had none 
weinventthem. Without pausing to refiect 
upon the ethics of the latter proposition, 
we must remark that like ‘*Zeph’’ 
iteelf, the former proposition, although 
in many ways commendable, does 
not altogether commend itself to us. A book 
is a book—a lifeless, senseless thing, but pos- 
sessing enormous powers for good or evil. If 
the authoress had been alive and in full poses- 
sion of all her sensitive human feelings, we 
should have criticised the work unsparingly, 
hesitating not to cast blame where blame was 
due. Why, then, because she has passed be- 
yond the reach of human praise or criticism, 
where such things cannot hurt her, should we 
hold our pen? Her book lives; it will be work- 
ing good or evil, long after the hand 
that penned it has crumbied into dust. There- 
fore we maintain that the book not only in 
this special case, but in all parallel ones, 
should be criticised asa ‘‘book’’—not as the 
work ofa lately deceased author. 

These remarks are made on general princi- 
ples, and not particularly with reference to 
‘‘Zeph’’ itself, which does not call for any 
very severe criticism, or extravagant praise. 


It is a work that may be commented upon in 


a succession of negatives, It is neither very 
bad, hor very good, nor very interesting, nor 
very dry. Itis printed in very large type, on 
very small paper, with more leading than 
type, and morg spacing than either—and fur- 
ther, it is incomplete. 

The story, as previously remarked, deals 
with frontier life in Colorado; but there is 
nothing in it that might not have happened in 
any small town remote from the great cities in 
Missouri or any other State. Itis very real- 
istic, what there is of it, and probably drawn 
almost intact from life. 

Zeph is a virtuous but rather weak- 
minded gentieman with a very unvirtuous but 
rather strong-minded wife. The lady treated 
her husband with a mixture of contemptuous 
defiance, and was openly and confessedly un- 
faithful to him whenever opportunity served. 
In this, of course, she was to blame, but it 
must be owned, that Zeph was not exactly 
the man to win, still less to hold, a woman’s 
love. Clever women of decided characters 
have usually an unconquerable aversion to ex- 
tremely weak-minded men, and it must be 
owned that Zeph was one of these. His wife 
used to leave her house, every now and then, 
when the spirit moved her, and help to paint 
the town red with the man or menof her 
fancy, returning home when she was tired to 
her long-suffering husband. Zeph rarely re- 
monstrated and never abused her. When 
she departed he would set outon the search 
and toddle around in search of her; supper- 
less, sleepless, and dinnerless, until she came 
home, when he would get hera good supper 
and beg her not td do so any more. 

To do ‘‘Rushy’’ (as if a woman with such a 
name could ever come to any good) justice, 
she never made any promises and never pro- 
fessed either affection or fidelity for her lord 
and master. After the last of these excursions 
and the first to*which we are introduced, she 
told him she was going to leave him the next 
morning altogether, and did so, (aking her 
two children with her. She was frantically at- 
tached to her children, inthe desperate, wild- 
beast fashion with which these passionate, 
hardened and in other respects shameless 
women do sometimes love their offspring. In 
the meanwhile Zeph had fallen in with a 
wealthy and eccentric maiden lady, named 
Miss Sophie, who took a strange and unac- 
countable fancy to the vagabond-like, miser- 
able man who came to her house one day to 
ask if his wife was there. 

Lateron, while Zeph was fooling round his 
wife’s premises, he was stabbed by her para - 
mour, whereupon Miss Sophie took compas- 
sionon himand sent himout toaranch of 
hers to recuperate; eventually making him 
her overseer. In this connection she fell in 
love with him, and his wife, conveniently ob- 
taining a divorce and marrying her paramour, 
she proposed to him, and finally married him, 
the latter pages of the work being devoted to 
anaccount ofsome diplomacy of hers, exer- 
cised with a view of recovering one of his 
children from the ex-wife, in which 
she was entirely successful. So runs 
the story, which breaks off at this point, a 
postscript by the author adding some finishing 
touches. The characters are not original nor 
very amusing, Miss Sophie, Rusbhy, anda 
character known as ‘‘Gammer’’ being 
among the best. Rushy' is entirely consis- 
tent throughout, which ‘‘Zeph’’ is not. All 
the conversation is written in Missouri, and, 
presumably Colorado vernacular. The book is 
sufficiently amusing to while away an idle 
half-hour, and thatis about all that can be 
said for it.
